ounce avoirdupois, quadruple those rates; and iu 
that proportion for all greater weigLts. Pruvidt d , 
Thai no packet of letters, cooveyc-d by tbe water 
mails, shall be charged with more than quadruple 
postage, unless the same shall contain more than 
four distinct letters. No postmaster shall receive, 
to he conveyed by the mail, any packet wl ich shall 
weigh more than three pounds; and the postage 
marked on any letter or packet, and charged in the 
post tiilJ which may accompany the same, shall be 
conclusive evidence in favor of the postmaster who 
delivers the same, of tbe lawful postage thereon; 
unless such letter or packet shall be opened in the 
presence of the postmaster or his clerk. Every 
four folio pages, or eight quarto pages, or sixteen 
octavo, or twenty-four duodecimo pages, or pages 
lessthan that of a painpldetsizc. or magazine, what- 
ever be the size of the paper of which it is formed 
shall he considered a sheet, and the surplus pages of 
any pamphlet or magazine, shall also be consider- 
ed a sheet; and the journals of the legislatures of 
the sevetal states, not being bound, shall be liable 
to tl.e samo postage as pamphlets. 

Any memorandum which shall be written on a 
newspaper, or other printed paper, pamphlet or 
magazine, and tranlmittc by mail, shall be char- 
ged with letter postage- Provided, The publisher of 
a uevvspaper may send sprinted or written notice 
to a subscriber, stating the amount due to his sub- 
script ion; which notice shall be attached tothemar- 
gin of the newspaper, and the postmaster who de- 
livers the paper shall charge for such notice the 
same postage as for a newspaper.

The Postmaster Gen- 
eral may allow to the postmasters, respectively, a 
commission of fifty per cent, on the moneys arising 
from the postage of newspapers, magazines, and

required to keep a register of the arrival and de 
parlure of the mails, shall be allowed ten cents for 
each monthly return which he makes thereof to the 
General Post Offiee. The Postmaster General 
may allow to the Postmaster at New Orleans, at 
the rateof eight hundred dollars a year, iu addi- 
tion to his ordinary commissions, l he Postmaster 
General is hereby authorized to allow to the post- 
masterof the City of Washington, in addition to 
the allowance made hy this act, for postage col- 
lected, and forfree letters rei eived by him for de- 
livery. a commission of five percent, on the amount 
of mails distributed at bis office. Provided , neverthe- 
lesi. That (he whole annual emolument of the said 
postmaster, including the extra compensation of 
eight hundred dollars which is hereby allov-ed him, 
shall be subject to the restrictions imposed by the 
forty first section of this act.

Miami, and a detac hment to the river Kaisin was 
determined on, < 'ol. Lewis was selected lo com- 
mand it; and his appointment gave general satis- 
faction. Hisi 8ir.il manners indicated the careless 
frankness, and lively freedom of the military char- 
acter; hut from the moment that this detachment 
was entrusted to his command, w ith (he certainty 
that he was to lead it into battle, a change indi- 
cating llie*anxitly « finiud under the responsibility I 
imposed on him, whs remarked hy his fnueds.
